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1 . (Original) A print server, for processing a print job sent hy a workstation, the print 
comprising:

4. (Original) The print server of claim 1, additionally comprising: 
a web page to present a questioxinaire to a user of Hxe workstation. 

5. (Original) The print server of claim 1, additionally comprising: 
a MAC address, transferred from the workstation to the print server, to aid in the 

1 uthei itication of the workstation. 



6. (Original) A method of printing, comprising: 
attaching a workstation to a LAN; 

downloading and installing a print driver on the workstation; 
downloading an authentication code to the workstation; 

sending a print job, contaimng the authentication code, from the workstation to a print
